REGINA SITUATION

Regina, Aug. 14--Polling commenced 
at 9 this morning and by tho first hour 
a heavy vote was in. Both sides are 
working hard to get dut the vote early 
and relieve the rush which will come at 
noon hour when the workingmen gct a 
chance to mark their ballots. Every rig 
in town is chartered by one side or the 
other and these, reinforced by automo- 
biles, are scurrying about the city run- 
ning in voters. A large number of men 
entitled to vote in the city but working 
outside the corporation limits are being 
brought in, { q 

This has been the storm centre of the 
campaign and the result will be in doubt 
till the last vote is counted. If either 
side can catch the German vote of ‘Ward 
One it means a walkover, but if this 
splits, the contest is bound to be close. 

Both sides closed here last night with 
rousing rallies, the Liberals filling the 
City Hall and the Constrvatives the Bor- 
den club rooms. Each party expresses 
confidence of victory but there is no pos- 
sible data on which to ground ary kind 
of estimate other than that the govern- 
thent held fifteen séats to'ten in the last 
house and that of those seats, only the 
four cities remain practically unchanged 
though each has an addition of about 
fifty per cent of new voters. 

It is expected the day will produce a 
finul crop of roorbacks and scandals 
which have characterized the whole cam- 
paign. Returns from the Northern seats 
are not likely to be received until very 
late at night or tomorrow morning and 
it is quite possible the final result will 
not be known definitely before tomor- 
rw. 


FROST IN FIRST WEST. 


Thermometer Dropped Last Night in 
Manitobs and 6-ckatchewan— 
No Damage. 


Winnipeg, August 14.—The thermo- 
meter took another dangerously low 
dip last night, being around freezing 
point through much of the spring 
wheat country, the lowest recorded 
bein 30 at Brandon and 31 at Kam- 
sack. At Hamiota it was 32. Such 
temperatures, however, while demag- 
ing tender garden staff, are not likely 
to do much damage to grain. 
ports though tell a somewhat different 
tale of the frosts of the preceding 
night; and it is claimed that the wheat 
on the low-lying districts, which 1s 
backward and will not be ready to 
eut for ten days, has probably been 
frosted to some extent, as being in 
the milk or dough stage it is very sus- 
ceptible. 

ext week, and until about August 
23, it is generally the period of frost 
danger, after which there is little dan- 
ger until well‘on in September. Re- 
ports coming in show that the drought 
and hot winds did at least as much 
damage to wheat as was thought at 
the time, and it is daily becoming 
evident that the spring wheat crop 
for the entire country will not average 
over twenty bushels.

7,000 Leave Toronto For the West— 
Constable on Each Train. 


Toronto, Ont., August 14.—Of the 
25, farm laborers wanted for har- 
vesting in the West, Ontario today 
sent inrward its first batch of 7,000 
men.

TWIN CITIES EXHIBIT 
AT THE TORONTO FAIR 


Strathcona and Edmeénten Will Display 
the Preduce and Resources of the 
District at Industrial Fxhibition— 
Effects of Exhibit Will Be Wide- 


spread. 


J. L. Pérte, of the Strathcona Board 
of Trade, leaves the city today in charge 
of the Twin City exhibit from  Strath- 
cona and Edmonton to be exhibited at 
the Toronto Industrial Exhibition the 
latter part of August. This fair lasts 
from Aug. 29th to Sept. Ith, and = is 
usually one of the best and most repre- 
sentative exhibitions held in Canada. 
As a consequence the importance of the 
Twin Cities having an exhibit at this 
fair cannot be too highly estimated. Five 
years ago Edmonton was represented at 
the Toronto exhibition but since that 
time they have had no exhibit there un- 
til this year when the Twin Cities were 
specially requested to furnish an exhibit. 
The expense in connection with this ex- 
hibit is defrayed by the balance of the 
stm voted by the city councils of Ed- 
monton and Strathcona for the Twin 
City exhibit at the Dominicn Fair at 
Calgary, which amounted tosome $700. 

This exhibit has been collected with 
great deal of care and is considered one 
of the best exhibits ever prepared in 
this district. It includes grains, grasses, 
natural resources and vegetables. Mr, 
Porte leaves today with the bulk of the 
exhibit and the balance, consisting main- 
ly of. vegetables, will be forwarded on 
August 28rd. The exhibit will be taken 
east by express. : 

What Exhibit Embraces. 

Scen at the Board of Trade office at 
Edmonton prior to his departure for the 
east Mr. Vorte putlined, for the benefit 
of o Bulletin reporter, some of the things 
in the exhibit. The grain being taken 
east is both in the sheaf and threshed 
grain. Eight different kinds of oats, four 
different kinds of wheat, barley, flax, 
timothy and other grains are to be in 
the exhibit. They have been selected 
with great care and the sheaves are of 
long straw well headed gut and tae 
threshed grain well filled. A consider- 
able amount of the cultivated grasses 
that make up iby ishibit were secured 
from James Tough at Long Lake. They 
include alfalfa, alsack, red cluver, brome 
grass, rye grass and others. The natural 
grasses to be exhibited include rye, 
swamp grass, red top sblue grass and 
other kinds that grow in profusion ‘n 
this country. The natural resources of 
the district also play a very important 
part in this exhibit. They include coal 
of diderent kinds, gold bearing gravel 
from the Saskatchewan river, asphaltum, 
tar, ete, All kinds of vegetables grown 
in the district will also be forwarded 
next week. These are being collected 
now and anyone having suitable vege- 
tallies for exhibition should eommuni- 
cate with the Board of Trade offices at 
once. 

As a Settler Producer. 

The Twin City exhibit will ocenpy a 
space 50 feet in iengih thus giving am- 
ple room for the proper arrangement of 
the exhibit. Large pictures of the two 
cities of Edmonton:and Strathcona will 
be on exhibition as well as views of somo 
of the principel buildings und points of 
in forest in Yhe two cities loaned for this 
purpose by Ernest Brown, photographer 
»’ Eomonton, A large amount of Twin 
City literature will be distributed at the 
Yeonts Fair by Mr. Porte and small 
bags of grain will be given away judi - 
icusly Tho Peace River wheat grown 
ou the farm of Allie Brick, M.P.P., at 
T'vace River Crossing will doubtless «t- 
tract a great deal of attention as usual. 
Mr Porte is sanguine of good results 
from thi, exhibit at Toronto. At <chis 
fair he will be in close touch with large 
nut: ters of probable settlers in Alberta,

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Bill Cust Who Saw Life Ia West 
In the Old Days, Dead At 


—— 


In the death, yesterday, of William 
Cust, of St, Albert, or Bill Cust, as he 
was more familiarly known by every 
old resident of the central and north- 
ern part of Alberta, another of the old- 
est timers of the provinees whto are 
iast passing away, has from the 
scene of this world’s activities. Of 
stately form, splendidly erect, up till 
the day before his demise, the tireless 
oki prospector, who had. followed for- 
tune over hills and through canyons 
in almost every stato of the west; car- 
ried the burden of eighty-five years as 
& man of much younger age. In. his 
life of over four score years Bill Cust 
had seen much of the west in the eatly 
years of its development and his ex 
periences during the mining days of 
the fifties of last century can be dup- 
licated by few at the present day. 

It waa near Moville, in the north of 
Ireland, that Bill Bust was born & 
years ago, emigrating to the land ot 
hope wheh he was 24 years old. After 
a stay of five years in Philadelphia 
he heard of the gold fields of Califor- 
nia and with some young companione 
set out in ’52, just affer the first rush 
had ended, They set out on a 3,000- 
mile journey to California, moat of the 
way to be covered with a, caravan of 
ox-carts. 

From Missouri City they followed 
the trail which is now the route of 
the Great Northern. There were 32 
men in their party, a hearty, fearless 
lot, but on the banks of the Platte 
river their advance was brought to a 
halt that even the bravest would wil- 
lingly avoid. A large war party of 
Dakotah Indians demanded 50 of their 
cattle or their lives. 

The easterners would about as soon 
give up one as the other, so they made 
a corral of their wagons and lay be- 
hind them ready for the Indians. But 
even the firet danger of bloodshed was 
spared for Kit Carson—the famous Kit 
Carson himself—came by. with many 
wagons and a drove of 10,000 sheep 
herded by Mexicans. The Indians at 
that time both feared and esteemed 
Carson and at his command they 
changed their demand from 50 cattle to 
a little tobacco, 

From Council Bluffs to Hangetown, 
California, near the noted Placerville. 
it took the young men three months to 
make the journey by jrairie schooner 
drawn by oxen, and between Council 
Bluffs and Salt Lake City they saw no 
white man’s home, 

It would be a long story to tell of 
his experiences ‘at the mining towns 
from 1852 to 1858, when the miners 
washed out gold with ease, spent it 
more easily and danced and gambled 
their Sundays and nights away. Bill 
Cust’s search, like that of every man 
he knew, was gold, only gold—always 
gold. And perhaps because of their 
very thirst ior it, it evaded them, 

“The Lord would not. let me get 
rich; though [ came awful near to if,” 
he told a-Bulletin representative only 
a short time ago. There was once at 
Placerville. when he had his own 
weight in gold—195 pounds that bal- 
anced the scales with his own sturdy 
young body—and the one overwhelm- 
ing regret of his life was that he did 
not take this gold home then and begin 
life in Ireland with almost $40,000, as 
it was worth then. 

But how could an ambitious man 
leave with that small «ack when he 
had seen a friend hire twelve men to 
pack hie mules with gold he was éend- 
ing over the hill to Bacramento? He 
let the one opportunity pass, and 1858 
found him at Victoria, B.C., bound for 
the reported gold fields of the Fraser 
river. There was a fierce encounter 
with the Indians along this river, but 
none of the party of 20 miners was 
killed. 

The gold fields here seemed even 
less rich than the poorer fields in Cal- 
ifornia. The gold bars he heard of 
were not visible and from disappoint- 
ment to disappointment he went with 
occasional finds “always rising from 
bed poor, always hoping to get rich be- 
fore night, as is the way with min- 
ors, 

By 1862 the miners had worked their 
way into the Peace river, and it would 
be a long story to tell how at last they 
took to trading, and Bill Cust estab- 
lished a post which is still Cust’s 
house on the maps. For 12 long yeara 
they traded, going back over the Rock- 
ies for their goods, until in 1877 one 
vi the partners died and Bill Cust sold 
his post to the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany. 

Ol the five partners one, Ed. Carey, 
is still in the Edmonton district, two 
others lost their lives in a canyon and 
anotver is still mining in British 
Columbia, 

The glowinig accounts the lonely 
trader heard of Edmonton district from 
Father Tissier, the misisonary and 
Henry Moberly, civil engineer of the 
surveying parties, moved him to come 
down to Kdinonton. It was a long, coid 
and hungry voyage he made out from 
the Peace River in winter, guessing 
the trail almost all the way. For three 
days he wag without food and for an- 
other whole week nibble? at a little 
bacon. chopping up a spare pair of 
moccasins and boiling them for his 
solitary dog. : 

How he at last came on a trader at 
Lac la Nonne and got a meal of rab- 
bits, then came on to» 8t. Albert, is 
another story of incidents. He slipped 
by degrees into the settled life a Bt. 
Albert, learning with keen regret that . 
furs had begun to go up in price and

Ottawa, August 13.—An 
council approving of the recommenda- 
tion of the Minister of the 
that Canada concur in the proposal 
made by the United States 
ment that joint action be taken for re- 
servation of a strip of land sixty fer 
wide on each 
Alaska boundary line, and also that 
the two government take into consid- 
eration the possibility of making a 
simiiar reservation along the whole 
length of the 1,900 miles of interna- 
tional boundary not comprised in the 
water boundary Along the 1,300 
miles from the Straits of Georgia to 
the Lake of the Woods, except for a 
few points in British Columbia, there 
is already a reservation of sixty-six 
feet of land for the boundary line. 
From the summit of the Rockies east- 
ward this reservation is in the shap> 
of a road allowance. The British 
Columbia government has reserved a 
similar strip of sixty-six feet for the 
400 miles westward from the summit 
of the Rockies It is now proposed 
to take joint international action to 
secure the~permanence of these reser- 
vations. 

The Minister of the Interior states 
that along the line from the St. Law- 
rence river to the St. Croix the natur- 
al difficulty of enforcing the laws of 
the two countries along an extensiv: 
boundary line is enhanced by the 
property adjacent to the line, on both 
sides, has passed into private hands 
na dat many points there exists so- 
called “line houses,.”” which stand 
close to or upon the line, and which 
In many instances, as has been charg- 
ed, have been used for smuggling or 
for the evasion of the law to a serious 
extent. While it may not be practie- 
able, by reason-of the expense which 
it would involve, to apply the effective 
remedy of removing. these houses al- 
together, it is a matter for considera- 
tion whether there are any steps which 
the two governments could take to 
prevent the erection in future of fur. 
ther houses of this kind.

Heights. 

It was nearly eight years ago that 
Miss Woolman, a graduate of Vassar 
College, also enlisted in the Salvation 
Army. While passing along a street 
one afternoon, she witnessed the first

CASE OF HYPNOTIC SURGERY. 


Doctors Expect Further Development 
of Treatment in Obstetrical 
Operations. 


Philadelphia, August 13.—Surgeons 


and physicians in this city were 
very much interested in a dispateh 
from Worcester, Mass., to the effect 


that a son had been born to Mr. and 
Mrs. Guy Hemenway, of Pittsfield, 
while the mother was in a 
hypnotic state, They said that while 
this was the first case of the kind they 
have heard of in this country they 
placed credence in the story, express 
“l the opinion that there would be 
further development along the same 
line. 

The dispatch also reported the 
mother and child to be doing well, 
The woman was placed in the hypno- 
tic sleep by her husband, who has at- 
tained some local fame as a hypnotist. 
The family physician was present, 

One cf the surgeons seen yesterday 
who was deeply interested in this 
story of hypnotism being used in an 
obstetrical case was Dr. W. Frank 
Haehnlen, professor of obstetrics in 
the Medico-Chirurgical Hospital, 

“LT believe the story,” he said, ‘‘and 
it is a very interesting one to the pro- 
fession. It means merely the use of 
hypnotism instead of an anesthetic in 
cases of this kind. The interesting 
part is that it makes the patient un- 
conscious of everything, including 
pain. If the spell is properly placed 
it puts the person in the same state 
that either or-any other anesthetic 
would,” 

Questioned as to the dangers of its 
use, Doctor Haehnlen replied that this 
is the important part. 

“T think it safe,” he continued, “in 
capable hands, and that implies — a 
great deal. There should be the pro- 
per discretion in the selection of the 
person who plauces the patient in the 
hypnotic sleep, for the kind of sug- 
gestions made are important. —Like- 
wise the physician should be the most 
capable, The length of sleep ean be 
made such as to cover the period ne- 
cossary, but then comes the danger of 
removing the spell when desired.’”’ 

“Hypnotism is yet in its infaney, 
said the surgeon in answer to a ques- 
tion as to the probable success of its 
use in such cases, ‘‘so that it is too 
soon to say with any degree of cer- 
tainty what will be the final success. 
This case will doubtless result in 
many more experiments, and its use- 
fulness will be fully tested. At any 
rate,’’ he said in conclusion, “I would 
not be averse to testing it myself 
after we get in our new building.” 


PANIC AT FIRE AT SEA. 


Passengers of Dutch Steamer Jumped 
Overboard. 


London, Agigust 13.—The timely ar- 
rival of the British steamer Imogen 
saved from death many passengers on 
board the Dutch ship  Amstelland, 
which caught fire off the coast of 
South Africa on August 9, according 
to a qessage received by Lloyd's 
agency today, A number were drown- 
ed, but the exact figures are not given 

The passengers of the Amstelland 
were in a wild panic and many more 
undoubtedly would have jumped over- 
board and drowned if the Imogen had 
not appeared just in time. 

Lifeboats were lowered 
Imogen and most of the passengers 
from the Amstelland were taken 
aboard the British steamer, while fire 
fighting apparatus was transferred to 
the endangered ship and assistance 
given in fighting the flames.
